Akbar Khan alias Tahir Khan 
S/o Doda (Dachina). launching Chief/Chief Comdr. of Har- 
kat-UI-ansar who was a hard hardcore/dreaded and most 
wanted militant in the area.

Magazine, 7.65 mm Rds. hand grenade, Kenwood 
Trans Receiver set, Bayonet AK 47-1, Aerial of set super 
sky probe and web belt were recovered from his possession.

On 18-2-1997, Shri R. C. Saxena, Commandant BSF, 
received an information about a preplanned meeting of some 
dreaded militants in village Avang Matipura (J & K). Shri 
Saxena launched an operation. The Police party was divi¬ 
ded into 3 groups in different directions. One of the parties 
came under heavy fire while approaching the target area. 
Shri Saxena without caring for personal safety, moved for¬ 
ward with his party & engaged the militants. A hot pursuit 
Ifollowed which resulted in apprehension of two hard core 
militants. The third party which had gone around the village 
accosted two militants who, on being challenged, opened 
heavy fire on the party. One of them took position ahd 
kept the party engaged while the other tried to escape. Shri 
Saxena re-grouped the parties and personally led the en¬ 
counter from the front. Shri Gulam Mohiddin tactically 
and undauntedly moved forward under covering fire given 
by S/Shri Hembram & Som Nath and engaged the militant 
from close quarters. After a fierce encounter one militant 
was killed on the spot. Thereafter Shri Ram Narayan and 
N. S. Roy, Constables, chased the first militant who was 
firing with his pistol, undaunted by inunineht danger, the 
duo physically overpowered him alongwith his weapons.

On 14-4-1996, at about 0800 hrs. Shri Rujesh Kumar, 
Asstt. Comdt. alongwith his column left for village Ground) 
for a routine cordon and search operation. They also had 
some Information that a group of insurgents were taking 
shelter in that village. When thoy reached close to the 
village, they observed suspicious movements of two persons 
who positioned themselves as sentries. These sentries when 
challenged tried to, run towards a particular house. Taking 
position behind trees. Shri S. B. Singh, Subedar and his 
2 I/C fired and killed the two fleeing militants and recover-* 
cd two AK-56 Rifles. 

Shri Rajcsh Kumur fa-grouped and succeeded in putting 
a cordon around the target house where the two sentries 
had been trying to reach. On seeing that they were cordo¬ 
ned, the insurgents opened fire from all around the house 
on the cordon party. Shri P. Pramanik and 3 others person¬ 
nel got minor splinter injuries. While this exchange of fire 
was going on, Shri Kumar, took advantage of a small hillojk 
and managed come up to tho house behind the cover 
of the hillock. Climbing on to the roof of the adjacent 
house, he managed to reach a vantage point from which he 
could fire effectively on tjtp insurgents. Shri Kumar posi¬ 
tioning the 2" MOR, managed to fire an HE bomb, two 
rifle grenades tnto the house. When the bomb and the 

renades fell on the house and exploded it caught fire, 
orae of the insurgents seeing the fire tried to run out of 
the house. Shri Singh, seeing an insurgent trying to slip 
out of the house succeeded in shooting and killing him. 

On the other side where Shri Pramanik was in position, 

one insurgent came out through a window and jumped into 

the nullah. Shri Pramanik succeeded in shooting this insur¬ 
gent in the nullah and recovered AK Rifle from him. 

Meanwhile, one of the Insurgents threw a grenade toward 
the front side of the house. Shri Rai who was sheltering 
behind a tree sustained splinter injuries on his right hand 
when the grenade exploded. One insurgent who was trying 
to escape while firing in all directions, was shot dead by 
Shri Pramanik despite his injuries and lie recovered one AK- 
56 Rifle from him. Seeing that all their colleagues had 


been killed, one insurgent shouted from inside that they 
would like to surrender. Shri Rajesh Kumar ordered for 
stopping the fire. As this insurgent came out, he wax follow; 
ed by another insurgent who fired at Shri Kumar. Shri 
Kumar however, was alert and managed to duck as he saw 
the movement of the other insurgent with his rifle. Shri 
Babulal Ram who was covering Shri Kumar immediately 
reacted and shot this insurgent dead. 

The insurgents were killed in this encounter. Two AK 
56 Rifles, one Wireless set, one hand grenade and several 
round of ammunition were recovered from the place. 
During the search, one hand grenade which was lying on 
ground suddenly exploded and Shri Babulal got several 
splinter injuries on his body. He was evacuated but died 
before his reaching the hospital.

As 
soon as the door was opened 36 H.E, Grenade was hurled 
from inside which hit Hazari Lai on his chest and fell on 
the floor but it did not explode. The three individuals 
promptly jumped back to safe position while others also 
took position wherever they were. Shri Rashid got close to 
the wall side of the house near the entrance about 2 yards 
away from the door while Shri Vinod Kumar and Hazari 
Lai crossed the boundary wall and took position behind it. 
They found that the firing was directed at their position and 
they had to expose themselves to return the firing, Shri 
Rashid had to come a little away from the wall to be able 
to sec the fire inside.

Bred on the militants. Shri Singh kept on firing on) 
the militants till he received a fatal bullet injury and succum¬ 
bed to his injuries. In the dose flight Shri Singh and 
pflrty was able to injure few militants, which was indi¬ 
cated by a trial of blood on the escape route of the mili- 
tahts. However the injured militants were removed by the 
other militants, 

Tn this encounter Shri S. S. Singh, Jemadar displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion lo duty of a 
high order. 

3. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of Police Medal and con¬ 
sequently carries with it the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5 with effect from 30th April, 1997.
